Firefighter 


killed in 
mammoth 
Thomas fire 


32-year-old leaves a 
pregnant wife and a 
2-year-old. Details of 
his death not released.

A firefighter from San Diego 
was killed Thursday while bat- 
tling the mammoth Thomas fire, 
the fourth-largest in California 
history, in coastal mountains. 

The San Diego-based Cal Fire 
firefighter, identified as Cory Iver- 
son, was working in the Fillmore 
area of Ventura County, officials 
said. Authorities have not re- 
leased details of how he died. 

Iverson, 32, is survived by his 
pregnant wife, Ashley, and their 
2-year-old daughter. Their second 
daughter is due next spring. 

“T am very saddened to report 
that a firefighter fatality has oc- 
curred on the Thomas incident,” 
said Cal Fire Chief Ken Pimlott in 
a statement. 

Officials in a news conference 
in Ventura County said they have 
launched an investigation into the 
accident. 

On Thursday afternoon, dozens 
of police and fire vehicles escorted 
a hearse carrying Iverson’s flag- 
draped body to the county med- 
ical examiner’s office in Ventura.

Paralyzed

More than two months after 
Riverside County sheriff's Dep- 
uty Jason McMillan was among 
those shot at the Route 91 Harvest 
country festival in Las Vegas, he 
is home to continue his rehabili- 
tation. 

McMillan is par- 
alyzed from the 
waist down, the 
Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment said Thurs- 
day in its first 
statement on Mc- 
Millan’s condi- 
tion. The Las Ve- 
gas shooter killed 
58 people and wounded more 
than 500 others on Oct. 1. 

In an interview with ABC’s 
“World News Tonight,” the off- 
duty deputy said his first thought 
was to protect his fiancée, Fiorella 
Gaete. 

“T just made sure she was be- 
hind me,” he said in the inter- 
view. “I put my arms out as wide 
as I could to make myself a big- 
ger target.”
